Corner-stone of the Reform 
School Laid. 


Fully Ten Thousand People Are in 


An Imposing Civie and Military Pa- 
rade, ‘ 


Ceremonies Under the Masonic 
Ritual--Remarks by Commis- 
sioner Lindley, Hon. Enoch 
Knight, Gov. Waterman, 
and Othefs. 


The laying of the corner-stone of the 


State Reform School at Whittier, in 


this county, was witnessed by about 
ten thousand people yesterday. The 
spectators came, of course, mostly 
from Southern California, but there 
were Many prominent people present 
from all parts of the State, and there 
were no serious accidents of any kind 
to mar the beautiful day which Nature

had ‘donated for the occasion. Los 


pAngeles people turned out en masse, 


and excursions were run from any 
towns in this part of the State. The 
good people of Whittier exérted them- 
selves to the utmost to provide for 
the entertainment of the avalanche of 
visitors, and provided bountifully, 
but it was about the biggest 
contract they ever had, and it was a 
galaday in which more people saw 
the Quaker City and became ac- 
quainted with its beauties of location 
than ever before in its history. Trains 
ran from Los Angeles every half hour 
during the morning, returning in the 
aiternoon, and the thousands of vis- 
itors were handled with admirable 
prompitude by the railroads. 

The event was u notable oue in more 
respects than the large audience 
assembled. It was the formal dedica- 
tion of a noble charity, undertaken by 
the. State, to provide a beautiful and 
kind home for thoge young persons of 
both sexes who are driftin the tide 
of homeless humanity Mito ways that 
lead them to shame and disgrace. There 
have been several efforts in the Leyis- 
lature to pass bills forthe creation of 
a retorm school in Southern Cali- 
fornia, but Hon. J. M. Damron’s bill, 


introduced at the last ion of the 
body, proved

was appropriated for the pufchase of a 
site and the beginning of the work. 
Hon. James R. Lowe of San José, Hon. 
Josiah Sims of Nevada City and 
Hervey Lindley of Whittier were ap- 
pointed trustees for locating and con- 
structing the necessary buildings. 
THE LOCATION. 

Whittier was selecied by the trustees 
after the examination of various sites. 
Forty acres were donated and 120 
acres bonded to the State, and the 
work of laying the foundations of the 
institution began. During the past 
few months work has progressed rap- 
idiy. The grounds have been laid off 
2 Robert Pegg, formerly of the Royal 

tanical Garden, London, and are 
advanced enough (o make a creditable 
showing. They will have in all about 
two miles of drives when completed, 
and flowers and rare plants in abund- 
ance. Up to the present time a hand- 
some barn has been erected and the 
foundations laid for oue of the princi- 
pal buildings, while the residence of 
the superintendent has been nearly 
completed. The Reform School is the 
firft institution of the kind ia Southern 
California, and itis expected will ac- 
complish great good in the beneficent 
work for which it is destined. It is 
the purpose of the trustees to make it 
not only a useful place but a beautiful 
one, and surround those who are sent 
to it with influences, moral and educa- 
tional, which will make them useful 
citizens instead of waifs and outcasts, 
Reformatory institutions all over the 
country were inspected before the 
plans were made, and it is believed 
that the most practical and modern 
ideas have been embodied im the sys- 
tem to be adopted. 
There was considerable delay in get- 
ting the exercises started vesterday, 
the procession not being started until 
the later trains had brought various 
military and civic organizations. which 
could not get to Whittier on earlier 
trains. As truin atter train brought 
in the eee, they went to the site 
of the building, where the exercises 
were to tuke place, and the space was 
soon covered with men, women and 
chiidren, until it presented the appear- 
ance from a short distance of an im- 
mense bechive. A platform had been 
erected near by the corner-stone, and 
the speakers of the day were assigned 
to à more elevated portion of the build- 
ing. The entire foundation was pro- 
vided with benches and chairs, but its 
seating capacity only sufficed for a 
small part of the crowd. 
The procession was an exceptionally 
handsome one, and occupied about 
three-quarters of an hour iu passing u 
given point. It wasin plain view of 
the spectators at the building for the 
greater portion of the line of march, 
and was greatly admired by every one, 
the military, ltasonic and Odd Fel- 
lows presenting a very fine appear- 
ance, and exhibiting fine soldierly 
bearing. The order to start was given 
about 12:30 o’clock. From the east 
side of Evergreen depot the column 
marched west to the county road, and 
oountermarched to the entrance to the 
grounds, thence to the building.

COMMISSIONER LINDLEY’S ADDRESS. 
Hervey Lindley then delivered a 
short address of welcome to the guests,

HON. ENOCH KNIGHT’S TALK. 
Enoch Knight of Pasadena was in- 
troduced as the president of the day, 
and made the followiug brief and elo- 
quent introduction to the business of 
ihe day: * 


The best estate of every people comes 
when they pause in the race for individual 
p wer and gain, when they put aside loca 
jealousies and all narrow and provincial 
views of citizenship aud turn to the ordain- 
ing of a community that shall have safety, 
symmetry and permanence, and into which 
men and women can build their lives, their 
purposes and hopes. We are living in the 
golden age of just and responsible c»mmu- 
nity life, because it represents the best e v 

ilization of the race. The structures we 
rear interpret the highest uses f art, archi- 
tecture and wealth—their consecration to 
the service of mankind, Tie wnole world 
is forever done with monuments that do not 
represent some just ang vital purpose or 
sentiment. The State no longer taxes the 
people for them while the church more and 
more puts its contributions into charities 
rather than into costly churches and cathe- 
drals—into practi works rather than 
creeds. 

To mark with appropriate and befitting 
ceremony the beginning in this new com- 


munity of one of the noblest institutions ot 


the age, we are assembled today. Standing 
in the presence of this need and this oppor- 
tunity let us invoke the blessed memories 
of the dear old homes from which we have 
just come, and bring a new and loyal gift to 
the slfrine of citizenship. As Jacob, so- 
journing in the new land, awakened by the 


‘remembrance of the old home and the old 


promise, buided a new memorial and 
poured upon it the oil of consecration, so 
tet us today, in token of the covenant made 
with the God of our fathers, bring a new 
offering to this alter of a common interest 
aud a common pride. 

I recall another inspiration, too, in the 


tame and character of the old poet 
into whose keen and kindly eyes so many; 
of us have been permitted to look, w 


hose 
song has touched every heart in the land 
and in the world, «nd who sits today with 
folded hands gazing upon the mirage-lifted 
isle of Evernal Peace. Surely be were the 
true patron saint of this new institution in 
the beautiful town that bears his name, 
whose rare personality, like yonder moun- 
tain crest when the sun goes down, is 
crowned with the matchless aftergiow that 
marks the parsing of the perfect day. 
Mr. Knight introduced Gov. Water- 
man to the audience, and the Govern- 
or, in a colloquial and plain manner, 
made a few remarks touching the 
present enterprise and the general 
work being done by the State. He 
said: 

GOV. WATERMAN’S REMARKS. 

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
This certainly is one of the proudest days 
for California, one of the proudest days for 
Southern California, and one of the proud- 
est for Whittier. The erection of this re- 
form sch dul will accomplish more good than 
any work ever started in California. We 
hive many of our young boys and iris woo 
are going astray, who, witha little atten- 
tion shown them, will be directed in the 
right path. This school, with proper teach- 
ers, will put them in the 4 way for their 
good and show them how to become useful 
men and women. 
Statistics show that from 90 to 95 per cent. 
of the boys and girls who are taken into 
these schools are saved from ruin. There 
is a great work to be done in this, and in 
every state in this Union. We who are 
passing along in the business life little 
know what is being done, but if you will 
take the pains to visit our orphan asylums 
you will see there how mapy little Waits 
are being saved from becoming hoodiums 
and street arabs. It behooves every man 
and woman in this country to visit our 
orphan asylums here in Los Angeles, both 
Protestant and Catholic. You have no idea 
how much good is being done. I pregume 
there is not one in 50 of you who knows 
how many asylums there are in this State. 
Today the State is paying for and support- 
iug 51 orphan asylums. I have a memo- 
randum here which will show you what our 
State is doing to save the children from 
going to wreck. We have 51 orphan —2 
lums, containing 3984 orphans and halt 
orphans, We p id them up for the last six 
months, ending December 8i1st, the sum of 
$124,583.79, We pay 2734 cents per day for 
the support of orphans, and 22 cents a day 
for the support of halt orphans. 
In 1890 you will have about five thousand 
children in your orphan asylums saved, 
cared for, taught to work, and taught, many 
of them, much better than any of themrever 
were at home. Out of every $100 raised by 
our taxation in the State neariy five dollars 
is expended in the education, care and 
maintenance of orphans, It is much better 
to expend the money in this manner than 
to prosecute and sénd them to State prison 
and support them after they have grown up. 
1 wish every one of you would consider it 
your duty when you see boys and girls 
going astray to consider yourself a commit 
tee of one to advise them and aid in this 
good work. How much you can do 1 know 
from experience. It is the duty of every 
one of us to do what wecan to prevent them 
from going astray. 
1 hope ina few days to assist in laying 
the corner-stone of a similar institution at 
lone, in Amador county, having about the 
same appropriation that you have here. It 
is for boys. They have bulit more machine 
shops, so that the boys may become ma- 
chinists and learn different trades. No one 
knows the amount of good that can be 
done. When you seea little boy on the 
streets using profane language, or see them 
drinking, as [ hive several times seen both 
boys and girls 2. coming from picnics in 
San Francisco, you kuow itis necessary to 
save them. There is no State in the Union 
that is 2 so much for orphans and in- 
sane as the State of California. It runs up 
into millions in our St te. I signed a bill 
the other day for an institution in the north- 
ern part of the State where there were 
over two hundred persons over the 
age of 60, We have now three insane 
asylums and two» more to be built, 80 it 
shows that insanity is on the increase, It 
is caused more by the dissipations of our 
young people than anything else, and 1

Men and wemen, who 
made to free With freedom, sowed the seed 
of licentiousness, the harvesting of which 
his been painful, and the rooting up and 
extirpation of the same demands the 
thoughtful, persistent and combined effort 
of every individual who has reached that 
state of intellectual development when 


of public interests. The history of a State, 
like that ofa wayward child, was begun in 
those days and went abroad in flaming 
chapters to the world. Tue wicked boy, 
now the precocious youth, is beginning to 
adjust himself. Let us see in what manner: 
In the ne gery development and ultimate 
perfection of its resources, all have abund- 
ant confi tence, and the intellectual status 
of the State bids fair to rank with the lofti- 
est in the Nation; but there are moral and 
social benefactions not yet fully disclosed 
and in operation, that we are in search of 
in the interest of the youth. Hence the 
questions are being repeatediy asked, 
‘What can we do with our boys, and what 


masses ample provision has been made for 
their mental and moral training. Our 

educational institutions are beautifully 

equipped with efficient teachers, and the 
Sabbath-schools of all religious den mina- 

tions afforded ampie opportunity for mental 

cultivation. But the question which thrusts 
itself upon the phtilanthrepic citizen is, 

whatis the best to do with our boys and 

girls who are eitner indisposed or unable to 

avail themselves of the advautages affurded, 

those who have been Corrupted, either by 

the force of examples that have environed 
them, or may be criminal, as the resuit of 

their mental and moral organization? 
Criminalogy, as a part the science 
of anthropology, regards the criminal asa 
distinct type of the human species. No 
matter whether they be such by educa- 

tion, no matter whether they be such by 
surroundings or inherited propensities, 
they are, as Christ said of the poor, always 
with us, and appalilpgly numerous in large 
cities, Many who hive not reached the age 
ot legal liability are in prison, and no pro- 
vision has been made for their separate de- 
tention. They are thrown into immediate 
and unrestricted contact with offenders 
who are crusted with the petrifying ele- 
ments of iniquity. Of th s appalling fact I 
me cognizint while visiting the pris- 
ons and jails during the last two legislative 
sessions, and when the Hon. J«mes Dem- 
ron lutreduced a bill embodying the provis- 
ion for an apvropriation of $200, in the 
interest of a school for juvenile offenders. 
my colle:gue, Hon. James Lowe, aud my- 
self needed no urgent solicitation to work 
for its triumph and p'ssage. 

Mr. Sims then spoke of the opposi-

George W. Par- 
sons of this city isone of these. He 
lost a score of friends, aud all the prop- 
erty he possessed, during Geronimo’s 
last raid, and was himself several 
times reported dead. He naturally has 
little sympathy with a movement to 
return the murderous savages to within 
easy reach of the scene of their former 
atrocities. Mr. Parsons furnishes some 


facts in relation to Geronimo’s past 


career, which are interesting at the 
present. moment, when the miscreant 
is trying to get back by the psaim-sing- 
ing route. 

In April, 1887, Geronimo, after a 
bloody raid, was arrested by the In- 
dian police under Jobn P. Clum, one of 
the best Indian agents the San Carlos 
reservation ever saw, and who is now 
more peacefully and profitably em- 
ployed in conducting the San Bernar- 
dino county exhibition in New York 
city, Geronimo, without trial or pun- 
ishment by the authorities to whom he 
was transferred by Agent Clum, was 
released, and four or five months later 
started and raided for one and a half 
years, after which pleasant trip he 
surrendered as prisoner of war, to be 
once more turned loose in order to pre- 
pare for his next campaign, this time 
operating mostly in Old Mexico, and 
so successfully as to be able to dictate 
terms to Gev. Crook in the Sierra 
Madres, when the “Gray Fox“ was 
caught by the wily Geronimo and all 
of his old women and superannuated 
bucks turned over to Crook, aiter 
which the gang of cut-throats raided 
the country to their heart’s content, 
until too tightly pressed by the Mex- 
ican forces, when they recrossed the 
line with their stolen stock and passed 
immediately under the patronage and 
protection of the United States army. 

It seems hardly possible that this 
red-handed assassin should be again 
truned loose, but such is the fact; and 
he then made preparations so openly 
and boldly for another raid that there 
could be no possible excuse for those in 
power not to arrest, disarm and im- 
prison himself and followers. This 
was not done, and those same authori- 
ties, so derelict in their duty, are 
certainly morally responsible for every 
death since 1877. Gen. Crook is re- 
ported to have said, referring to the 
numbers of settlers: ‘‘Killing the In- 
dians could not bring the dead to 
life!“ What wonder that he is criti- 
cized by thuse whose friends had been 
slain.

Tue Duke of Orleans Sentenced to Two 
Years’ imprisonment. 


The Report of the Parnell Commission 
Expected Today. 


The British House of Commons Dis- 
posed to Investigate Salisbury’s 
Bulldozing Tactics Toward 
Portugal Notes.

OTTAWA (Out.), Feb. 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Tuere was a warm fightin 
the Commons today. Charlton, member fv 
Oxford, asked the Premier if the attention 
of the government had been officially called 
to the disgraceful Hull riot last night. He 
charged the First Minister with palliating 
and winking at such outrages in order to 
secure the Roman Catholic vote. 

Sir John MacDonald replied warmly, re- 
senting the charge. The matter, he de- 
clared, was for Quebec to look r; the 
federal authorities had no jurisdiction. He 
charged Chariton with endeavoring to fan 
the embers of the race and creed strife be- 


‘tween the French-speaking Catholics and 


the English-speaking Protestants. 
_ Cuariton tried to reply, but the Speaker 
ruled him out of order. 

Then ensued a tremendous uproar. Hon. 
Peter Mitchell tried to move an adjourn- 
ment, but the uproar continued until Biake 
rose and defended the government against 
Chariton, 

The latter again tried to speak, when 
cries, groaps and hisses drowned him out, 
Memders left their seats and thronged the 
aisies while visitors leaned over the gal- 
lery-rails hissing and groaning. 

Finaily, to prevent an open -riot, the 
Speuker left the chair, After a short time, 
however, Chariton subsided and business of 
the House was resumed.

A PRETENDER'S SENTENCE. 


The Duke of Orleans Given Two 
Years. 

Paris, Feb. 12—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Duke of Orleans was 
again arraigned before the Tribunal of the 
Seine today. He was adjudged guilty and 
sentenced to two years’ imprisonment. 

The courtroom was crowded with specta- 
tors. When the prisoner was arraigned the 
crowd broke out with loud cries for the 
army, the Duke of Orleans and the repub- 
lic. They became so demonstrative that 
grendarmes were compelled to clear the 
room, Before judgment was announced, 
the Duke addressed the court in his own 
behalf. He said: “I came to France to 
serve ag acommon soldier. 1 have nothing 
to do with politics, which only concerns my 
father, whose obedientson and faithful serv- 
ant Iam. I knew by entering Francs 1 ren- 
dered myseif liable to law, but that know!- 
edge did not stop me. I love my country 
and wish to serve her. I am guilty of no 
erime.“ 

The Duke will be allowed to remain in 
the Conciergerie prison a few weeks before 
being removed to jail. The government 
grants him this privilege to give him an 
opportunity to appeal from the sentence of 
the court. 

During the hearing Orleans asked coun- 
sel not to defeud him. He said he had 
learned in exile to honor the magistracy 
and respect its’ decisions. If condemned 
by the court, he was sure of acquittal at the 
hands of 200,0.0 couseripts of his class, 
more fortunate than he, who were abie to 
serve their country. 

Aiter sentence was pron ed a thou- 
sand persons invaded the advocate robing 
room, many of them Monarchists, and 
shouted: Long live the Duke of Or- 
Jeans!” The shouts met with counter cries 
of “Down with the Duke of Orleans!’ 
“Long live the Republic!” 

The guards were powerless to restore or- 
der. After venting their teelings here for 
some time, the crowd shouted: To the 
statue! Let us crown Henry IV.,“ and 
rushed to the site of the statue, where there 
were cries of “Long live the Klage!“ from 
the Duk 's sympathizers and counter cries 
of “Long live the Republic!’’ from their op- 
ponents. The police made 25 arrests, 

The Countof Paris, who, with the Duke 
de Chartres, is a passenger on a Spanish 
mail steamer, bound for Vera Cruz, arrived 
at Porto Rico today, where he received In- 
telligence of the arrest of his son, the Duke 
of Orleaus.

on the free consent of the governed, and 
their recent adoption of a republican corm 
of government.“ 
A resolution inviting the King of the 
Hawaiian Islands to send a delegate to the 
Pan-Awerican Congress was also passed. 
The Senate then went into executive 
session. 
House.—The House met at 11 o’clock 
this morning, in continuation of yesterday’s 
session. The debate on the proposed code 
of rules was continued by Mr: Dockery of 
Missouri.

PASADFENA'S SMOOTHEST CITI 
ZEN UNDER ARREST. 


The Modus Operandi by Which He 
and His Female Accomplices Did 
Up the Mérchants—The Women 
Barricade — the Officers. 


5. K. Clark, the Pasadena fakir, who 
will be known hereafter as “‘Smoothy 
No. 3,” was duly gathered in by the 


minions of the law yesterday, and is 


now awaiting trial on a charge of con- 
spiracy, in having defrauded a well- 
known merchant of this city. The 
Goings of this slippery rascal were 


— fully set forth in Tue Tres the other 


day. 

It seems that Clark, who has always 
borne the. reputation in Pasadena of 
being a shyster lawyer, began his ras- 
cality a few months ago, and with the 


assistance of a couple of female ac- 
complices in the persons of his wife 
and her fair sister he has succeeded 
in swindling almostevery merchant in 
Pasadena, and quite a number in this 
city. Clark has just enough legal 
knowledge to keep out of the clutches 
of the law, but like all ‘*smoothies,”’ 
his success caused him to overreach 
himself, and now he is in a fair way 
to join certain other swindlers, citi- 
zens who have gone across the bay“ 
before him. 

The scheme worked by this enter. 
prising trio was quite ingenious, and 
was in brief as follows: The wife and 
sister, the latter of whom is known as 
Miss P. NI. Seamans, go into a store, 
and the charming miss orders a bill of 
goods, which are wrapped up, and 
when the gentlemanly clerk holds out 
his hand for the price of the goods, 
Miss Seamans smiles sweetly and ejac- 
ulates; 

Please charge that bill to me.“ 

“But, madam,we don’t know you.” 

“I live here and 1 am worth about 
twenty thousand dollars in reai estate, 
and I expect a large sum of money 
from the East in a few days.”’ 

Is there any one in this city you 
can refer us to?” 

“Ob yes, there is my lawyer, Mr. 
Clark.“ 

This generally satisfies the merchant, 
but when he calls to collect the bill he 


soon discovers that he has been 
played for asucker. The outfit soon 
worked themselves out in Pasa- 
dena, and then they began on 
Los Angeles merehants. One 
of their first victims in this 


_ city was the Parisian Cloak and Suit 
House, at 119 South Spring street. The 
two women called at the store and or- 
dered $54 worth of goods, which they 
told J. L. Alkey, the manager, to 
charge to Miss Seamans. The man- 
ager did not known them, and asked 
for references. Miss Seamans stated 
that she could call in her lawyer, who 
would vouch for her. 

“Ah, there he is now.“ said she, go- 
Aug to the door, and I will call him 
in.“ In a few seconds she returned 
with-Clark, and introduced him as ber 
attorney. 


Po vou know r anything about these 


ladies?“ asked the manager. 

“I don’t know much about them, 
but I am Miss Seamans’s legal adviser, 
and I know that she owns 820.000 
worth of property in Pasadena.“ 

The manager then allowed them to 
take the goods away. When the bill 
fell due it could not be collected, and 
day before yesterday a complaint was 
eworn to charging the two with con- 
spiracy to defraud, and warrants were 

laced in the hauds of Constable Fred 

ith for service. 

Constable Smith has had consider- 
able trouble with the outfit in serving 
legal papers, and up to the present 
time he bas been unable to get service 
on the women for the reason that they 
closed and locked their doors when 
they saw theaflicer coming. Mr. Smith 
knew that he would have considerable 
trouble in getting them yesterday. He 

laced the warrants in the bands of 

puties Charles Smith and H. C. 
Vignes, who took a carriage yesterday 
afternoon and drove to Pasadena. 

When the officers reached the house 
they could not arouse any one for some 
time, when they heard the back door 
open and Clark walked around the 
house with several law books in his 
hands. ‘The officers heard the women 
bolting and barring the doors, and 
knew they would have to use strategy 
if they succeeded in placing them 
under arrest.

action of the Council at the meeting 
Monday afternoon, in refusing to take 
any action in regard to the payment of 
any demands for extra work, in fact 
declining to do anything whatever in 


bility ceased when the $200,000 real- 
ized from the proceeds is spent, and 
that if the Board of Eaucation needs 
more money to carry out its plans it 
will have to furnish it. 

Mr. Gosper, on behalf of the Board 
of Education, appeared before the 
Council at that time, and made a 
lengthy explanation, saying that a 
great deal of extra work had been 
found necessary in the way of founda- 
tions, that of the High School alone 
being five or six thousand dollars, and 
intimated that he thought it would be 
the proper thing for the Council to 
help them out in the matter by ap- 
proving additional contracts for this 

work. 

The Councilmen listened to the gen- | 
tleman very patiently, but when he 
concluded Councilman Hamilton of 
the Finance Committee gave him to 
understand that the whole matter of 
the school buildings had been turned 
over to bis board, and that if they had 
ot themselves into u hole they would 
cave to pull themselves out, and need 
not expect any aid from the Council, 
which had awarded the contracts 
according to law, and then turned the 
matter over to them. 

Mr. Gosper did not seem to under- 
stand the proposition, and when sev- 
eral other Councilmen’ agreed with 
Mr. Hamilton, that gentieman inti- 
mated that, if the Council had made 
the Board of Education its agent, it 
was responsible for its acts. This 
brought several Councilmen to their 
feet, aud Mr. Gosper was metaphoric- 


ally sat upon very hard, and without 


any conclusion being arrived at, the 
matter was dropped. 

Should the Council siand by the 
position which it bas taken, some seri- 
ous complications are likely to ensue, 
for the reason that if the Board of 
Education is compelled to pay for the 
extra work out of its funds, there is 
likely to be a considerable stringency, 
if not an actual shortage, in its finan- 
cial affairs toward the close of the 
school year.

The Record of B. B. Owens Coming 
to Light.

This the lawyer de- 
clined to do, and yesterday the police 
authorities received a letter from a 
well-known citizen of San Diego, giv- 
ing Owens’s record in that city. The 
party says that he knew Owens in 
Switzerland county, Indiana, and that 
his relatives are honorable people, 
but that the young’ man has gone 
estray. When he came to Sau Diego, 

he called on the ople he kuew at his 
old home, and for a time flew very 
high, finally, however, leaving between 
two days, after beating one of the 
hotels out of his board bill, and getting 
away with a number of small sums of 
money which had been advanced him 
by his friends. He gave out while in 
San Diego that he had money in bank 
at Fresno, but a telegram to that place 
brought a reply to the effect that no 
such man is known there. 

Besides this, a letter was received by 
Chief Glass yesterday —— inclos- 
ing a warrant for the arrest of Owens, 
who, under the name of Sachard, is 
wanted in San Francisco on a charge 
of embezzlement, and should he es- 
cape on the charge now pending 
against him here, which is not at all 
probable, he will be 
arrested and taken north for trial. 

Owens's father came down from 
Fresno to try and assist his son when 
he first heard of his trouble, but it is 
probable that he will give up the case 
and return home when he finds that 
there is a second charge against bim.

Two days 
atter 1 got to Catalina I was taken 
down sick, and remained in anything 
but a well condition during my entire 
stay there. I was all the time in com- 
munication with the City Clerk, and 
saw to it that no part of my share of 
the citv’s business was neglected. 
*Another assertion is that I have 
frequently gone into Los Angeles, pro- 
fessedly on city business, when in .re- 
ulity such work had nothing to do 
with the trips. I would like to ask 
Mr. MeLean his proof for such 
an assertion. I say he has 
deliberately made a false statement, 
which he can not substantiate. He 
also accuses me with refusing to prose- 
cute and sneaking out of every possi- 
ble liquor case. It is avery nice time 
now, on the eve of a municipal elec- 
tion, to throw all blame from the Coun- 
cil to the Attorney. After we have 
stoodin common no small amount of 
ot every description heaped 
mutually upon our heads, it 
is a very nice time now 
to attempt to cater to prohibitionists 
and non-prohibitionists by putting the 
entire 1 of the liquor cases 
on the Attorney. I defy you to show a 
single suit, with the exception of the 
Rosenberger case, which I did not, 
prosecute, and in all of which I was 
sustained; or to show another town in 
Southern California where the liquor 
laws have been as rigidly enforced as 
in Pasadena.“ 
In the Rosenberger case Mr. Polley 
stated his reason for not prosecuting 
was that Mr. Rosenberger promised 
him positively that he would sell no
